Liaison Officer Appointed 
Between McGill Vets, DVA

Liaison has been established be« 
twccn D.V.A. and the McGill Stud- 
ents Veterans' Society. This an- 
nouncement by the executive of 
the Society supplements the recent 
appointment of Jack Pierce as 
liaison officer. 

Financial problems, medical ap- 
pointments, documentation of new- 
ly discharged veterans, and any 
other difficulties will be handled 
by the linlscn olticcr, who is in a 
position to refer all these matters 
to the propel D.V.A, authorities, 
and who can arrange for appoint- 
menti when necessary. 

The Vets' Society chose Jack Pierce 
to act In the capacity of liaison 
officer, and during the past few 
weeks he has been instrumental in 
helping solve many problems. The 
Society approached the D.V.A. in 
regard to this, and. now the app- 
ointment of Jack Pierce as liaison 
officer has been officially approv- 
ed. 

Starting Monday, Jack Pierce 
will maintain a schedule that will 
enable vets to sec him on certain 
days during the week. OpcratinK at 
the Society'^ office in the Currie 
gymnasitim (beside the officer's 
iness), Jiick will hear and advise 
on all problems, on the following 
days and times: Monday, from 3

to 5 p.m.; Tuesday, 12 to 3; ThurS' 
day, I to 2; and Friday, 1 to 2. 

This system should prove to be 
a valuable time saver. Here is how 
it will work: If a McGill vet, who 
is still eligible for medical attent 
ion on the government plan, wants 
to get a mcdléal appointment, there 
is no necessity for him to wait in 
a long line down at D.V..^. He can 
just wander up to the Society's 
office at one of the above men- 
tioned times, state his case to Jack 
Pierce, who will arrange for a de 
finite medical appointment. 

Similarly in the case of newly 
discharged vets, who have to go 
through documentation at D.V.A. 
The problem of "coming back 
next day" for a whole week . has 
been eliminated. It has been ar 
ranged that McGill ex-servicemen 
can be put through all the form fil 
ing necessary for a college carrer in 
the space ol one evening. On Wed 
nesday night of each week, D.V.A. 
will deal with groups of McGill 
mon only. Again, it is only a matter 
of seeing Jack Pierce. Any other 
problems, financial or otherwise, 
having to do with D.V.A. will also 
be taken up. If a vet finds it im' 
possible to ko up to the office, he 
can contact Jack Pierce at Be. 3301, 
Local 6, during the office hours 
already mentioned.

Dates Committee Explained 

Every campus organization, athletic or otherwise, must fill 
out duplicate application forms for the Dates Committee of the 
Students' Executive Council, when planning any function open to 
students. These application forms are available in the office of 
Mr. G. H. Fletcher, in the McGill Union. When filled out as 
required, they must be left in the Dates Committee's file, and 
will be reviewed within one week. 

The Dates Committee of the Students' Executive Council has 
been given full power by the Council to ratify or reject any appli- 
cation "to hold any entertainment, or other social functions, in 
the Union or other University building." This is being done as 
a service to the Students* Society, so as to avoid conflict of events 
planned for coincident dates. According to Article VU. S, of the 
Students' Society Constitution, the power delegated by the Council 
to its Dates' Committee Includes survey over functions classed as 
"House Dances'' in the University Residences. 

The Committee may, by the Students' Society Constitution, 
reject any application, or forward the same, "with its recommen- 
dations, to the Principal". This will be done through a four- 
member committee of the McGill University Senate. 

It must be emphasized that when an organization plans to 
hold an event in the McGill Union, both the requirements of the 
Union and of the Dates Committee must be met. In other words, 
an entry made in the Dates Book of the Union, and then initialled 
by a member of the House-Committee, will be considered as the 
Union's ratification, but the Dates Committee's duplicate appli* 
cation forms must also be filled out and okayed by the Committee 
before the event may take place. The Dates Committee does not, 
however, extend its Jurisdiction to such minor functions as small 
club or executive luncheon meetings, unless students generally 
are Invited to attend. 

• Scheduled events officially ratified by the Dates Committee 
win be published from time to Unie in a special "box" on page 
four of The McGill Daily. - 

The printed application forms leave room for all communica- 
tions to the Committee concerning any particular function. This 
form includes the following items: Date of application. Date of 
Function, Time, Place, Organization, President, Txpe of Function, 
Attendance expected, Remarks, and, Signature. 



Mound of Earth 
On Playing Field 
Now Explained

The mystery is over. The reason 
Is known.

The reason is that. the ground is 
getting its face lifted. Beeausu of 
the heavy pounding of the gruiiiul 
in ttx: last few years due to milit- 
ary training and various uuino. the 
field has become tinlcvcl and all 
torn up. The .'dca now is to give it 
a new covering io that it will do 
proud to the univcrjily. 

The mound of earth is being laid 
down the centre of the field. Next 
spring n bulldozer will rip up the 
present covering and .spread it to 
both sides. Tliis fre^h carlli will 
then be spread acro.'^s the field and 
the plowed-iip carlli laid uvcr it 
again. By tliis method the playing 
field will bo leveled and rai-cd two 
feet. With a fresh set of sriL'S .-own, 
the place will look like now by 
next autumn. Incidcntly, all thi:; 
dirt is coming from the excava- 
tions for the Cyclotron. 

Mr. MacFarlanc also explained 
what had happened to the flowers 
in the greenhouse which ha.<i now 
been removed to make room for the 
Cyclotron. The flowers have been 
divided into three groups. One lot 
has lieen placed in the greenhouse 
behind the new I.L.O. building on 
Drummond street which the Uni- 
versity has rented. Another group 
will be in a grctnhousc on Pine 
street while the third group is now 
in the Biology Building.

This followed the defeat of 
iMcGill last munth nt llie L'ni- 
vcrsity of Vermont when the 
latter won on the topic of Free 
'I'rnde. 

The debate centred around the 

trends today towjirds socialism and 
against imperialism. 7>li£s Eileen 
Pickett of Vermont, the first sper.k- 
er of the affirmative, defined "Icft- 
'as the movement towards the

greater importonce of the common 
man as opposed to that of Uic rul- 
ing few. She cited, the example of 
Indonesia to show how it reflected 
the trend in world politics today. 

Shcrwon nayniond of McGill be'- 
can the rcbulf by strc'sinu that lie 
was not interested in the desira- 
bility of leftism, but he challenged 
his opponcnlii to prove that It was 
inevitable, saying that to prove 
such a thing one mui-t be able to 
show that there is a trend at all, 
or that the trend is not to the lijjht, 
or that anything can possibly be 
inevitable. 

The second speaker for the Ver- 
mont team, Stunlcy Golden, point- 
ed mil lliat all over the world so- 
cialism was gaining strength, that 
In China the CommunUts were 
/ighling for the people against the 
control of the small bsulnes.s groupa 
of southern China, and lliat every- 
where the trend was remarkably 
apparent and he saw an inevitable 
moving towards leftist princii>Ies. 

Conrad Shalner replied thai .nl- 
thouyli he hiniiclf sympathized 
with the movement of independ- 
ence in Indonesia, he could sec no 
other outcome but that the move- 
ment would tail. He said that no 
trends could take place against the 
will of the Big Three, and since 
these powers were carrying on im- 
perialistic and anti-leftist policicf, 
the trend, however unfortunate, 
coiild not be shown to be inevitably 
toawrds the left. 

The decision was given in favor 
of the McGill team by a 2-1 judg- 
ment by the three judges, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Norrie. Educational Edi- 
tor of the Gazette, Mr. N. W. 
Jacobs, prominent Montreal Advo- 
cate and barrister, and Prof. D. D. 
Clarke, .■\ssocialc Professor o/ Eng- 
lish and Acting and Registrar at 
Sir George Williams College. 

Isadorc Roscnfeld acted an chair- 
man of the meeting, and Boris Ber- 
bricr was chairman during the lat- 
tet's temporary absence. 

The debate was carried out in 
"American style", with four ten- 
minute speeches followed by four- 
minute rebuttals.

A rilOTEST 
T\\Q Kdiior. .McGill Daily. 

Dear Sir.— This is an emphatic 
cry of protest against the latest 
manoeuvre on the. part of our rep- 
resentatives at Ottawa to place 
party .success above the Democratic 
Ideal. I refer, of couric. to Bill 15: 
.noie .-peeifically, to the clauiio cn- 
abiins the Kovcrnor-in-couiicil to 
deal with 'entry into Canada, ex- 
clusion and deportation and RE- 
VOCATION OF NATIONALITY." 
This clause in the Ruise of granting 
the federal Rovcriuneiit llic powers 
to deal with tlie Qiirslioii of Japa- 
nese natinnaU, Kranl.': the federal 
fiovernmeiit the power to deal with 
all nationals. 

This clause takes the form of a 
blanket order to the representative 
of the representative::, the f-ovti- 
nor-in-eouncil. Tlie revocation of a 
man's citizenship for sedition, etc., 
has up till now depended. on crim- 
inal procedure. It is now propos- 
ed to make of it a pnlillcal matter. 

Our .Members nf I'arliainciil are 
so myopic in their vehement desire 
to assure British Columbia that it 
is not their party which would dare 
to oppose the political pressure now 
exerted to oust the Japanese-Cana- 
dians from B.C. that they overlook 
the democratic principle at stake: 
the revocation on .'i large scalo of 
the nationality of a group. 

Because people in the two major 
provinces, Quebec and Ontario, 
have not shown any active opposi- 
tion, it is proposed to grant to the 
third largest province, Britisii 
Columbia that which it desires. One 
need not be surprised; as long as 
Quebec's rights arc respected, to all 
appearances, and Ontario's Union 
Jack waves from om- parliament, 
the ie:-l of the touiitry can do wiiùt 
it wants . . . at Ica.st. that seems lo 
be the attitude. 

This wliolc movement has been 
aided and abetted by a weak parti- 
san press, satisfied to take its lead 
from the political parties, whose 
motives arc manifest: D.C.'s vote in 
the federal elections might well re- 
place Quebec's as the key to party 
success. 

This letter was prompted ai the 
suggestion of 13 out of the 15 mem- 
bers of the National Unity Panel 
for N.F.C.U.S., their attitude being: 
'^What's the use of our trying to 
promote belter citizenship for to- 



morrow if our political leaders of 
today make national citizenship Ihe 
fodder of the political parlies." 
This debasement of the ideal of na- 
tional unity and of tlie principles 
of democracy :.s llic work of poli- 
ti^-al partlc.^ whose reasons for 
e.tisteiicc was the jsafeguarding of 
these same ideals and principles.

As Engineering students, 
such work enables us to supple- 
ment our incomes, and to add prac- 
tical experience to our university 
training. 

As an immediate necessary meas- 
ure, I propose tiuit a Job Placement 
Bureau be established in the en- 
gineering faculty, composed of both 
jtaff and student representatives, 
and which will attempt to find Jobs 
for all engineers on an equal basis. 
• •3. Good Fellowship Between All 
Students, Veterans and Non-Veter- 
ans. 

I want to stress the importance 
of developing further the amicable 
relations between veteran and non- 
veteran students. The S.E.C., in 
supporting and giving continuous 
assistance to the efforts of the vet- 
erans to solvo tho problems con- 
fronting them, can be the greatest 
single cementing factor. 

4, Cooperating With Dawson. 
Both the S.E.C. and E.U.S. should 

give active assistance to the Daw- 
son College Students Council to 
have the $45 fee lowered and Im- 
prove living conditions, study fa- 
cilities and recreation for Dawson 
Engineers. 

5. Representation to (he Students 
E.\ccutive Council. 

As at present constituted, repre- 
sentation is, to give examples, as 
follows: Eng. (BOO students) — 1 
rep; Thelogy (10) — 1 rep; Archi- 
tecture (40) NO rep; Music — NO 
rep. I will propose that a system 
of proportional representation be 
adopted to ensure that all facul- 
ties arc equitably represented. 

Conclusion: For Adequate and 
Responsible Representation. 

These arc the things I shall try 
to accomplish. This is a praetleal 

program which can bo attained 
with the support of all Engineering 
Students. If elected, I will regularly 
report back to you on the proceed- 
ings of the Students Executive 
Council at meetings of the E.U.S. In 
this manner, responsible and ade- 
quate representation can be assur- 
ed.
